Not ter, and hy unanimous consent all the 
jjlories of the rae<* were aw.ardisl this coll and his 
jdlot. In tlie paddock after the snapsludters liad 
pliot<»^raphed tlie horse and j<X‘key. Mr. Keene 
said sh*wly and thou;;ht fully : *‘I don't tliink that 

any horse that <‘ver pree«Mled I’eter Tan has a better 
ri;;ht t<» a place in the valhalla i»f the turf than 

he. and I do not think that anylsMly will have 

reason to douht his gameness after trslay's per- 
f4H*main‘e.” 

The famous <M*togen:iri:in sportsman w.is ]tatting 
his wond<‘rful hors<* on the lu‘ad when speaking and 
he turned to j<xkey Notter with the remark. “You 
l«Hle a g«M»d raec." To this .Nottt'r «pii<kly replied: 

••s, sir. hut 1 had a g«H.<l horse.” The great cioW»l 
of hero woishi|K‘rs that surrounded the notable 
trio, horse, (ovimt and jm-key, strained eagerly t«> 
hear what was sai»l and from m;iny of thos<* that 
caught the remarks, came a .sp<uitaneous outburst of 
applause. It was truly a remarkable scene. 

Ther<‘ weia* fourln*n st.arters for the race. Itea- 
con Light was withdrawn because of lamene.ss aii«l 
It is said his disiibility spoih'd .a project(‘d killing on 
a big scale. lb*:icoii Light and .M«-Cart(‘r, ttxlay’s 
runner np. are <raim*d by Tom Weish. In their 
tinal trials for the big race it is claimed that Ih'ad 
ley’s fojir year-old easily defeated his young«*r rival, 
held him safe at all stages, in f.*u*t, and on .Mt*- 
Carter's showing :ind cb>se staamd to the winner. 
nft<‘r making all tlie running, his people consider 
themselves very unlucky, imlecd. 

Tialay's lixture is the ri«‘h<*st of all tlw gr<*at 
mile and a ipi.irter handiea|is decideil over the met- 
ro{a»lilaii coiir.s«‘s during the tirst half of the racing 
seasfui :ind it invariably attracts the cream of the 
th?a>e year olds. This y4»ar bors«'s of this age far 
overshadowed their older opponents in im|su't:in<‘e 
and in I’eter I’.-in, McCarter and Montgona*rv prae 
tieally inono|Hdl7.ed the betting honors of the rac«‘. 
It als«i turm><t out to Ik* the most sp«*(>iaeular race 
«»f the year. 'Hie imblie backed Tcter Pan ev4*n at 
the absurdly short price of S to .'*. It would have 
no.ic of tin* otlu*rs. The rank :ind tih* of ra<M*g<K'rs 
had sublime faith iii the great thn*e y«*ar old am! 
they s\vam|H‘d the ring with these wagers. 

Tin* story of the race can Ik* brielly told. The 
issue after the tirst half mile was strictly coutined 
to tin* thnv hors4*s placed at tla* end. M<*Carter, 
with Miller up, as was to Ik* «*xiK*cted, lieat the 
others away and niadi* the running. For the first 
mile .Milhr kept l<K»king back at the others, lie 
<lid this so <»ftcn and his hors«* s<*eim*d to Ik* run- 
ning so iiowerfiilly umh*r him that ultimate victory 
for McCarter was freely |»redi«ted even lK*fore half 
the going had be<*n ii«*gotiated. Montgtunery, in 
the im*antiim*, was always in near and eIo.st» pursuit, 
but Miller apparently was not exercised over the 
hoisc's close proximity, but was hKiking for some 
tuie iiion* ♦foiijiidable. This was Peter I*an, of 
course, which, during the early running, was so 
far back that he was invl.sihle to the leader. 

The favorite got away shovly, lu*mmed in on both 
sides and did not Iimmu up until beginning the turn 
into the baekst retch. He made up ground slowly, 
l»ut surely, tiu* third quarter; more rapidly ou the 
turn, and finally, after having pas.sed .Montgomery, 
ehalleiiged MH'arter in the hist quarter with an 
exidring and heroic burst of .speed, getting up to 
win right at the end in the most wonderful exhibi- 
tion 4»f gameness ever witnessed anywdier**. 

Peter Pan was a big handful for a little lad like 
Notter, who exhibited the coolness of veteran. 
An eleim*nt of luck attended the pair, however, 
for there was just as little interference as could 
ever be expected in a race of this kind. The liest 
horse won ami it was an unqualified success. 

It was a g<HKl day’s racing otherwd.se. Commoilore 
Fontaine won a well contested raw? when he t<K»k the 
Punehestown Steeplecha.se from Deleanta. Palm was 
a distant third. Old tJrandpa, tin? only other starter, 
fell.
